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MOTION FOR 
ORAL ARGUMENT 


Under Arizona Rule of Civil Procedure 18(a), Defendant/Appellant Anthony 
Wenc respectfully moves the Court to grant oral argument. This appeal presents 
recurring issues of statewide importance in several areas, including: 

(1) defining what constitutes “inoperative” or “inoperable” vehicles, when 
the vehicles are parked on private property, can be made street ready in a 
short period of time, and the owners of the vehicles do not operate them 
on any public highways; 

(2) deciding if the general and comprehensive state laws on motor-vehicle 
registration, operability, and insurance preempt local laws, codes, and 
ordinances defining whether a vehicle is “inoperative” or “inoperable;” 
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(3) determining if the City of Sierra Vista’s Code ereates an uneonstitutional 
presumption; and 

(4) aseertaining if the City of Sierra Vista Code’s treatment of “litter,” 
“trash,” and “debris” is unconstitutionally vague and facially invalid. 

Oral argument on these issues of recurring, statewide importance would 

significantly aid the Court in deciding the appeal.
